AN0THEK BOATING 
ACCIDENT. 


Rev . Cap tain Moreton Ov erboard. 


The readers of T he T e l e gr a p h will re­ 
member that the Rev . Mr. Moreton wrote 
a v ery sensible communication for this 
p ap er recently on the subject of careless 
boatiDg and the dangers of such sp orts in 
the little sk iffs used on Rock Riv er; clos­ 
ing the adv ice by calling attention to the 
fact that p eop le should not stand up in 
these frail boats. The adv ice was good 
and struck in the right p lace; as ev idence 
of that fact we may Eay that sev eral young 
men, of this city, hav e exp ressed a desire 
to see the editor of T he T e l e gr a p h and 
Cap tain Moreton—we shall call our friend 
Cap tain in sp eak ing of him in connection 
with these nautical matters—tumbling 
out of a boat into the riv er; for the rea­ 
son, as they say, that since the ap p ear­ 
ance of the Cap tain's letter in p rint moth 
crs will not p ermit their daughters to go 
boating with the young men aforesaid; 
and each youth is therefore comp elled to 
p addle his own canoe, all alone. The 
young men of whom wo sp eak would, 
howev er, hav e been fully gratified in 
their feelings of foolish rev enge had they 
been up on the bank s of Rock Riv er, in 
front of our office yesterday, as they 
would hav e seen Cap tain Moreton, late of 
the Royal Nav y, first standing up in a 
cock le-shell boat, against the rules and 
regulations of Her Majesty’s Marin« Ser­ 
v ice; and immediately thereafter, as a 
natural sequence, according to his own 
theory of causes and effects, as gathered 
from his own exp erience in tho marine 
serv ice of Old-England and while sailing 
the salt seas ov er, tumbling headlong in­ 
to the waters of Rock Riv er. 
But we are 
p leased to state that nothing serious re­ 
sulted from the accident. The Cap tain 
took a header inadv ertantly, it is true, 
but gracefully, and claw’ed his way out 
of the water a wetter and a cooler man. 
It is one of the strange freak s of fortune, 
howev er, that Cap tain Moreton, who so 
recently lectured our p eop le on the ev ils 
of carelessness in riding up on boats, 
should be tbe first to tumble from a cock le 
shell into the riv er. The affair is truly a 
most p otent illustration of the truthful­ 
ness of all that Cap tain Moreton stated to 
the readers of T he T e l e gr a p h .

A CHANCE FOR HENNEPIN 


THE SENATE COMMITTEE CONSENTS 


TO A $300,000 STARTER. 


Over Eighteen Million* for W aterw ay 
Im provem ent — Providential Hemark * 
on 
Vetoed 
Pension 
Illlls—A L ittle 
lintel* of T hirty Sent In—Ilouve Deino- 
cret* and the O rder of llu» lnes» —Flla 
John Porter. 


W ashington City, J une 2 5—President 
Cleveland sent to the house, Thursday, 
thirty message» , vetoing as many private 
pension bills. 
Thsee message* ore all short 
and ter*o, and the conclusions reached In 
some of them, as to the demerits of the coses 
make rich and racy reading. 
Of one of the 
cases, that of J ames f t Darling, whose dis­ 
ability is described in the records at a gen­ 
eral stiffness of joints, the president says it 
appears he enlisted in November, 1 8fil, and 
was reported as having deserted March 5, 
Idea. 
An examination in 1*82, found this 
“ victim of war disability” with the appear­ 
ance of a bale, hearty old man, weighing 
180 pounds. 
“ It is evident to me,” he con­ 
cludes, “ that this man ought not to be pen­ 
sioned.” 
Commenting on another case, a bill for 
the relief of William Bishop, who, was en­ 
rolled ns a substitute. March !J5, 1805, ad­ 
mitted to hospital with measles, May 5th; 
returned to duty Moy 8, and was mustered 
out May II, 1805- 
The president in veto­ 
ing the bill, says: 
“ This is the military 
record of this soldier who remained in the 
army one month and seventeen days, hav­ 
ing entered it as a substitute at a time when 
high bounties were paid. 
Fifteen years 
after this brilliant service and this terrific 
encounter with the measles, and on the 28th 
day of J uno, 1880, tbo claimant discovered 
that his attack of the measles bad some re­ 
lation to bis army enrollment, and that 
this disease had settled in his eyes, also af­ 
fecting bis spinal column.” 
( » f another case in a bill for the relief of 
J uba Connelly, the widow of Thomas Con- 
uelly, a soldier, mustered into sorvice Oct. 
2»1, 1*81, and reported as a deserter Nov. 14, 
1881, tbo president says: 
“ He never did a 
day 's service so far as his name appears on 
the records. 
He visited bis fam ily about 
the 15th of December, 
and 
was found 
drowned in a canal about six miles from his 
home. 
Those who prosecuto claims for per­ 
sons,” the president adds, “ have grown 
very bold when cases of this description oro 
presented for individuals.” 
In another bill, granting a pension to 
Mary Norman, whose husband, a soldier, 
was accidentally drowned after he left tbo 
service, tbo president says: 
“ it is claimed, 
on behalf of the widow, tha t wounds which 
Norman had 
received wbilo in service 
caused deafness to such an extent that a t 
the time ho was drownad, ho was unablo to 
hear tbo ferrym an w ith whom ho was 
cros>in;^ the river call out that the boat was 
sink ing. Iiow he coutd have saved his life,” 
the president adds, “ if ho had heard tho 
warning is not stated.” 
A bill granting a pension to Andrew J. 
Wilson, who, it appears, was drafted into 
the service in February, 1*85, and was dis­ 
charged on September of the same year, on 
account of chronic nephritis and deafness, 
and who in his application for a pension, 
alleged rheum atism resulting from expos­ 
ure, and Inflammation of the muscles of 
the back with pain in the k idneys and 
diarrhoea and rupture; the president dis­ 
misses with this rem ark ; 
“W hatever else 
may bo said of this claim ant’s achieve­ 
ments during his short m ilitary career, it 
must be conceded that ho accum ulated a 
great deal of disability. 
There is no doubt 
in my mind that whatever ailm ents he may 
bonestiy lay claim to, his tltlo to the same 
was complete before ho entered the arm y.” 
The question of the probablo action of the 
senate and house on tho presidential vetoes 
of pension bills is becoming quito an itn- 
portani one, and presents m any em barrass­ 
ments. 
Bo far as the feoling can now 
be 
judged the vetoes will be ¡sustained, save, 
perhaps, in a few exceptional cases where 
m ajority of both branchos consider thoui- 
.*« 4ves committed beyond recall to the m er­ 
its of such bills.

The provisions for tho Michigan and Hen 
nepin canals, as amended by tho senate com­ 
mittee, provides that tho grant of the

Michigan canal, its rights-of- 
way. and all its appurtenances and right, 
title, and interest which the state of Illinois 
may havo in any 
real estate her. tofore 
ceded to the state of Illinois by tho I hilled 
States for canal purposes, 
made to the 
United States by an act of the general 
assembly of the stato of Illinois, approved 
April 28,1882, be, and, is hereby accepted, 
on the term s and conditions specified in said 
act of tho general assembly of the state of 
Illinois. * 
For the construction of the canal from 
the Illinois river, a t cr near the town of 
Hennepin, in the state of Illinois, to the 
Mississippi ri\e r, a t tbo mouth of Hock 
river, or between it and the city

Said canal and branch canal or

THE INALIENABLE RIGHT 


Of the Am erican C l|lsen to Carry a B at­ 
tery , Bring* Murder Into the Court- 
Boom. 
B altim ore, J une 25.-T h e police court of 
thg Central district was the scene of the 
wildest ex citement Thursday afternoon, the 
occasion being the shooting at the bar of 
justice of J erome J. Kuhn, a saloon-keeper, 
by his life-long friend, Hon. Wallace Ow­ 
ing*, a rich y oung farmer of Calvsrton 
county and ex -member of the legislature 
The two men started out Wednesday night 
on a lark. 
At 3 o’clock Thursday morning 
they g ot into a dispute about # 3.75, which 
resulted in Kuhn’s cutting his friend with a 
knife in a terrible manner—one gash reach­ 
ing from the right ear to the chin along the 
cheek, another from the rig ht ear down the 
neck to the breast bone, and a third, four­ 
teen inches long, on the left thigh. 
Kuhn was arrested and locked up at the 
Central station for a hearing. 
At 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon Owing* was taken to court 
in a carriage to testify . 
He took a seat on 
a settee near the railing. Kuhn was brought 
from his cell to answer the charge of carv­ 
ing the ex -assembly man. 
The prisoner had 
hardly reached the bar when Owing* drew 
a revolver and fired, the ball taking effect 
in KhunV left side between the tenth and 
eleventh ribs. 
Instantly all was confusion. 
Kuhn ran, but fell in the corridor, 
the 
blood streaming from his side, saturating 
his clothing and dy eing the concrete floor­ 
ing. 
J ustice Hobbs dropped behind his 
desk and the spectators g ot behind 
the 
doors and scrambled out of the room. 
But 
there was no danger, for with the tiring of 
the shot, the pistol dropped from Owing s 
nerveless hand and he fainted. 
The man 
was so ex hausted from loss of blood from 
the wounds he received in the morning ^that 
be had to be carried from- court 
Kuhn 
was borne into Capt Farnan’s room. 
Hie 
vountbwas ex amined by Dr. 
Hill,

thinks it mortaL 
Owings afterward had a 
hearing and was committed to jail, bail be­ 
ing refused. 
Kuhn was furnished bail to 
answer the charge of cutting

T he R estora tion o f Fa ded ltdu 
A v aluable discov ery has been made, 
whereby the faded ink on old parchments 
may be so restored as to render the writing 
perfectly legible. 
The process consists in 
moistening the paper with water, and then 
passing ov er the lines in writing a brush 
which has been wet in a solution of sulphide 
of ammonia. 
The writing will immediately 
appear quite dark in color; and this color* 
in the case of parchment, it will preserv e. 
On paper, howev er, the color gradually 
fades again, but it may be restored at 
pleasure by the application of the sulphide. 
The ex planation of the action of this sub­ 
stance is v ery simpla 
The iron which 
outers into tbo composition of the ink is 
transformed by the reaction into the black 
sulphide.—Boston Budget
